DISCUSSED AT LENGTH 


Brackman-Ker will Build Temporary 
Warehouse. Contract for Police 


Rain Coats. 


a 


The regular meeting of the Edmon- 
ton city council was held in the usual 
place yesterday evening. Those pre- 
gent were, Mayor Short, and Coun- 
ecillors Fraser, Cushing, Ross, Grier- 
son and Picard, The minutes of the 
jast meeting were read and adopted. 

Donald Ross on behalf of the Ed- 
monton Industrial Exhibition asso- 
ciation applied to the council to res- 
cind their action regarding the levy- 
ing of taxes and water rates on the 
exhibition zrounds. In support of 
this Mr. Ross pointed out that the 
grounds were 3 public park, that 
moreover the exhibition was a dis- 
tinctive credit to the town and as 
such should not be taxed. 

Mr. Ross also asked the council to 
take immediate action granting him 
protection in the carrying on of a 
market garden business in Edmon- 
ton, The garden was a splendid ad- 
yertisement for the city and unless 
he zot protection he would be com- 
pelied to ¢lose it up. The council 
pessed the following resolution in this 
wonnection : 

“That while the council appreciates 
the work done by Mr. Donald Ross 
for Edmonton and district in the cul- 
tivation of vegetables of fine qual- 
ity from year to year, and thus ad- 
yertising the productiveness of the 
soil, we are of the opinion that we 
would not be justified in licensing sel- 
iers of garden produce in order to 
give protection to his garden or any 
similar garden in the town and reaf- 
firms the resolution previously 
passed.” 

J. J. O'Donnell and others appeared 
regarding the impassable condition of 
the approach to the crossing on 
Eleventh street and Jasper avenue. It 
was suggested that this difficulty 
yould be overcome by the complain- 
unts presenting a petition for the 
grading and boulevarding of 
Twelfth street from Victoria to Jas- 
per avenuc. This arrangement was 
satisfactory to the petitioners. 

7. W. Eines addressed the council 
regarding water rates to the Edmon- 
ton brewery. The brewery uses 500 
enbic fect of wateer per day at pre- 
sent. When the new malt house will 
hoye been constructed, probably 1000 
‘éubic feet will be consumed. Mr. 
Lines asked for a ten cent rate. Coun- 
eilior Cushing thought that a sliding 
soale should be computed te cover 
such cases as the one under discus- 
sion, where large amounts of water 
would be used. This was put in the 
form of a mction, which was carried. 

Mr. Lines further stated the Brack- 
man-Ker Milling company would con- 
struct a temporary warehouse on the 
property just north of W. J. Web- 
ster’s residence on First street. He 
asked permission to build a crossing 
over the sidewalk leading to the 
warehouse from First street. This 
was granted, the expense to be borne 
! . frantaze tax. 

The recent contract made by the 
city for the purrchase of raincoats for

the police from Larue & Picard was 
rescinded by Councillor Picard, scc- 
onded by Councillor’ Foss. Some 


slizht misunderstanding had arisen 
regarding the not stating of speeifi- 
eations in calling for these tenders, 
and Larue and Picard preferred to 
have the contract annulled to getting 
jt through a misunderstanding. It 
was decided to again call for tenders 
the price of the coats not to exceed 
{welve dollars each. 

A very long discussion took place 
on the suggested alterations in the 
plans for the new city offices. Since 
construction work started, the idea 
hos developed that the building will 
net be large enough to meet the 
reauirements of the city. Chief Dean 
objected to certain features of the 
pians, principally to the cell windows 
opening onto the street. Other ob- 
jections were also registered. Con- 
tractor Gardner offered to build the 
offices accordinz to the enlarged 
plans, making the building twelve 
feet wider, for an inerease of $1209 
in the contract price in addition to 
increased cost of $100 worth of con- 
erete work, the partitions, and the 
plastering, ets., guaranteeing that the 
total price of the additions will not 
exceed $1,500. The council finally de- 
ented to adjourn the discussion until 
this morning, when final arrange- 
ments for any additions would be 
made. 

The city solicitor advised that no 
notice be taken of the claim for dam- 
eges of O. St. Germain for alleged un- 
ijawful detention in custody by the 


city police. 


Labor Council to take part in the 
Labor Day parade was accepted with 
thanks. ‘ 

J. T. L. Ebart was granted a license 
for peddling coal oil throughout the 
municipality on the payment of an 
annual fee of $15. 

Gariepy & Lessard’s offer of a free 
site for a post office on Rice and Mc- 
Dougall streets was approved of, pro- 
viding that Messrs. Gariepy and Les- 
sard will agree to the sale of the ad- 
joining property if required for the 
post office. 

John McKay and company wrote 
several letters regarding the pur- 
chase of city debentures. An option 
was asked for until September 26th. 
The Secretary-Treasurer was author- 
ized to wire this company the option 
asked for at an equivalent of four 
and a half per cent. 

It was decided to call a public meet- 
ing on the evening of September 7th 
in Robertson hall for the purpose of 
discussing the straightening of Jas- 
per avenue, previous to the voting 
which takes piace on September 12th. 

Quite a discussion followed on whe- 
ther it would be wisej to place a light- 
ning rod on the water tower. Sur- 
rounding residents claim that the 
tower has been attracting lightning, 
as evidenced by the destruction in 
that vicinity during recent storms. 
No action was taken. 

Councillor Cushing reported that 
fifty dollars had been voted towards 
the sending of an exhibit to the Tor- 
onto exhibition. This report was 
adopted. 

It was decided to notify the owners 
of building material piled on the 
main street that they must conform 
to the provisions of the by-law in this 
regard. The police were instructed 
to have this carried out after confer- 
ring with the solicitor. 

Engirefér McLean was granted sev- 
eral days’ leave of absence to make 
a business trip to Calgary. 

E. D. Grierson was appointed a 
commitiee to obtain the necessary 
conveyances to take the Grand Trunk 
Pacific officials’ from the station to 
the hotel and elsewhere if desired.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 
Any even numbered section of Do- 


minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any mate over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIi£S.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected. there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


plars: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
ears, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-qO 0} Io11d 90UepIsel 0} SB 9V SI} 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. : 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

4 settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head cf stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings ror their accommodation, 


and have besides 30 acres substan- 
fenced. 
“Avery homesteader who fails to 


comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 


Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 


Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application fcr patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottaws, of his intention 
to do so. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them.
